ny ROY ES SOY AN 
Shanghai. Ort. IS T>— American 
crecnbackR. however 
highly 
rated 
elsewhere on the globe, are disdain­ 
fully deflated by Shanghai money­ 
changers unless they re fresh and 
c-r-r-r-lsp as toasted breakfast ce­ 
real. 
Even so, lf It Isn t a IO or 20-dollar 
bill, the black market financial wiz­ 
ard fixes von with a baleful eye and 
ca im Iv discounts the currency like a 
used toothbrush. And, at the going 
exchange rate of 4,KH) Chinese doll­ 
ars to one U 8 . he hands you bills 
that look like they had been used 
as inncrsoles 
for 
Chinese 
army 
shoes. 
Never Worth Earn* Value 
This is a city where a U 8. dollar 
is worth anything from 90 to 95 
cents, but never a dollar. Shanghai's 
financial foundations shift like res- 
ert sands, with the value of Ameri­ 
can money 'here, Ifs called gold) 
subject to more changes than an old 
maid's mind. 
An unidentified but expert en­ 
graver somewhere in the city began 
turning out a remarkable likeness 
of a U. S. $50 bill, which resulted 
overnight in a substantial reduction 
of the value of the real thing on 
the Shanghai black market. Borne 
merchants, even 
after a 
minute 
scrutiny, flatly refuse to accept a 
fifty. 
If a genuine U. S $10 note appears 
as if it has changed hands ns few 
as a half dozen times, ifs worth onlv 
$9 60 (or 39,360 Chinese dollars), If 
it has seen more wear, although un­ 
damaged and relatively clean, it's 
worth only $9.30. Ten one-dollar 
bills, according to Shanghai’s self­ 
made 
banking rules, 
bring 
onlv 
slightly more than the equivalent of 
OO rents apiece in tattered Chinese 
‘•lettuce.'' 
No Foreign Exchange 
A U. S. $100 note. regardless of its 
newness, is worth U. S. $92. 
No bank has dealt in foreign ex­ 
change since the end of the war. and 
most money-changers on the black 
market view with dark suspicion any 
currency other than American. 
The Philippine peso, while worth 
50 cents American anywhere in the 
islands, is treated like an outcast in 
Shanghai. Those Chinese who can be 
persuaded to accept the peso at all 
discount it drastically. 
A businessman, who concluded a 
U. S. $10,000 deal recently, delivered 
the money in $10 and $20 bills, as 
requested. Nearly 
$1,000 
was re­ 
turned as unacceptable. The notes 
were neither old nor damaged-—juut 
not crisp enough.

ONWEDNESDAY

Come Wednesday morning in old 
Nuernberg and, lf present plans are 
carried out, eleven of Adolf Hitler's 
captains will Join him —viq the gal­ 
lows shortcut—In whatever torment 
Is reserved in the hereafter for those 
who trv to gain power by organized 
barbarism against their fellow men 
Hermann Ooerlng—No 2 Nazi—Is 
spending much of his time lying 
on his bunk, staring at the ceiling. 
Tile rest are engaged according to 
their temperaments, but all show 
signs of strain as they wait for Wed­ 
nesday's dawn. 
Tile world will waste no tears over 
this grim prelude to death or over 
the executions, for that matter. Still, 
we have here an unusual case, and 
on-lookers differ in their reactions 
to the hangings. They seem to be 
divided into three classes: Cl) Those 
who are satisfied with the punish­ 
ment. (2) those who wish it could 
be made more severe and <3* those 
who are uneasy because of moral 
or religious objections to the death 
penalty in general. 
Numerous Methods 
Capital punishment of course has 
been employed from the remote ages, 
and not so many generations ago it 
was imposed for a large number of 
crimes, some of them trivial, like 
picking a picket of a few pieces of 
silver. Nowadays, however, it gen­ 
erally is the penalty for murder or 
treason, though laws vary in dif­ 
ferent countries. 
Ancient 
methods 
of 
execution 
wrre numerous and some of them 
pretty awful. Even today the forms 
are varied for there are the lethal 
chamber, 
electrocution, 
hanging, 
shooting, the* axe, tile guillotine 
and 
the garrote 
which kills 
by 
strangulation. 
Religious objection to the taking 
of human life, even by legal process, 
finds support in various religions. 
One of the rno«t unusual cases I've 
encountered is in India among tile 
Jains who are forbidden to take life 
in any form. Orthodox Jains follow 
this so rigidly that they even wear 
strips of gauze over their mouths 
to prevent the unintentional de­ 
struction of Insects which are too 
tinv to see. 
There s one sure thing to be 4aid 
about execution. It certainly stops 
the criminal involved I rom further 
assaults on society. From this stand­ 
point the consensus seems to be that 
the world will be better cfi when the 
Fuehrer’s captains join him. And 
there are few indeed, no matter what 
their religious beliefs, who don't 
agree that the Nazi chiefs should 
be removed from society in some 
I manner—if not by death, then by 
life imprisonment. They are too 
terribly dangerous to be free.

Brown thought, as he listened^ 
W hat a lot of good my own edi­ 
torial writers would get if they could 
hear this. 
Whv couldn't all newspapermen— 
editorial writers, managing editors 
ritv editors and general reporters- 
put out better papers if they could 
sit around, exchange ideas, listen to 
experts, question experts? 
Back of his thinking was this 
The whole problem of putting out 
a newspaper which can inform its 
readers Intelligently becomes more 
complicated yearly as the problems 
of nations and people grow 
Attend Columbia 
Over a period of time Brown talk­ 
ed with many newspaper publisher* 
about his idea. This year 38 of them, 
agreeing with him. put up more than 
$160,000 and created the American 
Presa Institute. 
The Columbin School of Journal­ 
ism Is letting the Institute use sev­ 
eral of its rooms as meeting places. 
Floyd Taylor -fore go correspond­ 
ent, editorial writer and teacher I” 
the Journalism school—was made 
director of 
the Institute. Claude 
Jagger, assistant general manager 
of the Associated Press, was ap­ 
pointed associate director. He is on 
loon from the AP. 
Managing editors and editors of 
25 papers—some of their papers 
were not among the contributors of 
the $160.000—were chasen to come 
to the Institute for three weeks 
Tile newspapers which sent these 
men here—far more asked than were 
chosen—are paying the Institute $180 
a week for each of them That cov­ 
ers their room on the campus, board, 
university fees, and other expenses.
